LiinRdon, an American naval onicer
at Yladvistok last month was re¬
garded !>y ollieials today as dellnltc-
ly closed, except for the matter of
reparations, as a result <>f the action
of the Japanese government In pun-
ishiiifj those responsible for the
tragedy, and its renewed expressions
of regret as conveyed in Its reply to
the recent American note.

TOKU't, Feb. 23..Army authorities
are quoted by the N'.ehi Nichl today
as declaring the verdict of the court-
mart ial which investigated the kill¬
ing of l.icutcnant Lanudon, of the
I*. S. Albany in Vladivostok last
month by Toshlgora Ogasawara, a
sentry, to be rightful and reasonable.
The verdict, the newspaper says, pre¬
serves the dignity of the soldiers of
tho Imperial army and will satisfy
the public, especially the army reser¬
vists. who otherwise might strongly
protest to the authorities.
